The 
suggestion has been heretofore describ- 
ed in tlie Associated Press despatches 
as the natural and logical compromise. 
Tersely stated, it consists in an agree- 
ment by Russia to repurchase posses- 
sion of either all or half of the Island 
of Saklialieii, now in the military occu- 
pation of Japan, for the amonnt of 
which, if the two countries cannot agree, 
shall be decided by some method of ar- 
1)itratiou hereafter to be determined. 

The purchase money, together with 
the sum which Japan would obtain

four wounded, and she reported that 
fourteen men of tlie sealiu); schooner 
'Matsumoto Maru had been killed by the 
iRussians, who fired upon them from the 
■beach. Four survivors of the ilatsu- 
nioto Mum arrived at Hakodate on 
board the Tora Maru. It appears that 
the Matsumoto Maru was engaged in 
jvelagic sealing off tlic C<>nimaa<kTofski 
islands (copper islands), when she en- 
countered a gale on .lune IS, during 
which she sprank a leak and f(iunder«'d, 
nine of lier cr<!\v going down with the 
vessel, while the remainder, eighteen in 
ituiuber, with three boats, managed to 
•land on the coast of Kamschatka, atjout 
50 miles northeast of Cape Lopatka. 
I As they were, entirely without provi- 
sions and a number of them sick from 
espo.s\ire in tb» loats, four meu volun- 
teered to take one of the boats and go to 
Shnmusliiri, where there Is a Japanese 
settlement, for u.ssislaneo. After be- 
ing in the boat for live days they fell in 
mth the Tora Maru. 

On hearing of tlie plight of the ship- 
wrecked meu the master of the Tora 
Muru kept away for the bay in which 
they were rcporte<l to liave landed, iir- 
riviug there on the morning of July '">th, 
aud seeing a number of men on the lieaeli 
ho ordered three boats to be lowi'red and 
manned by a crew of fom- each. Tliese 
pulled for the shore. 

The men on shore kept waving and 
signalling for the boats to approacli, 
which they did until they were about 
."lU yards ironi the shore, when llio crew 
in the Icailing boat noticed that instead 
of being Japanese the meu on shore were 
llussians. They at once stopped pulling 
and begau to back away from the shore, 
when suddeuly from four diflereut places 
on shore fire was opened ou the boats, 
the crews of which were entirely un- 
armed. 

The crew of the leading boat attempt- 
ed to pull out, but after the second volley 
all were mortally wounded. Nevertheless 
the fire from over thirty rifles on shore 
was continued until the boat was riddled 
with bullets and sank, the bodies of the 
four uufortunate men going down wiUi 
It. 

The crew of the second l)oat at the 
lirst fire drojiped in the liottom ot the 
l)Oat, aud being further out escaped most 
of the lire, which was concentrated on 
the lea<ling boat, though every man in

City Barrister's Opinion

WATERWORKS QUESTION. 

Tlic watorworUs (jiiestioii is bei-omiuu 
more complicated as time ;:iies on, aini 
il proiiiiiies to l)eoimie a lively issue in 
the next municipal election campaign. 
At present, the chief factors in the sit- 
uation are the Esquimau Wiiterworics 
iCompany ami the B. C. Electrie Rail- 
way Company, and if the tenor of eoiu- 
munieations to the press and the city 
council is a safe indication there is ini- 
portaut litigation in sight. Until the re- 
spective rights of these two corporations 
nre determined or a settlement is -ar- 
rived at successful negotiations on the 
part of the city as proposed are rendered 
douhtful. 

. The Waterworks Company claim? 
Iliat the B. C. Electric Railway Com- 
pany Komo time ago, hy action On it-s 
part, has lost the exclusive right for 
power purposes, while in a letter which 
was reail at tlie city council meeting on 
^^on(lay evening from the solicitors of 
the latter it is stated most positively 
that tlie B. C. Electric Railway Com- 
pany has the exclusive right to water 
from the Waterworks Company for forty 
years from the lirst day of July, 1S98. 
for power purposes. 

If this contention be upheld, the sale 
of the Esquimau waterworks to the city 
would have to be subject to the rights 
of tlie Tramway Company. AVitli tli'^ 
in view the "secret agreement" between 
tho city and the B. C. Electric Rail- 
way Company was no doubt entered 
into. That the latter did enter into 
i^ncli .■in agreement \viml(i seem lo ii'' 
(licate tJiat llie Tramway Company nni< li 
preferred to do' businesfi with the city 
than witli the Waterworks Company. 
Tho terms of the "secret agreeiiiont." 
though the same for a miiiim\ini supply 
of 4,000,000 gallons of water as under 
the contract with the 'Waterworks Com- 
pany, the rate in one case decreases 
witli the increase of supply, and in the 
other r<'m;iiiis the same up to the max- 
imum of ]."j,00<),OU() gallons. There are. 
too, certain stipulations in the existing 
contract of wliieh the B. G. Electric 
Itaihvay Company ■■lonplaiiis. 

l'''i-i'(liicnt referciii'i^ lias lieeu uiadc lo 
the statutory rights of Victoria in re- 
spect to a source of water supply about 
which the public generally are soiiic- 
wliat li.azy, and we have been asked to 
state what tlmse rights arc, upon wliich 
the corp<jration iias to depend as a last 
resort. In compliance with the rc- 
tpiest for information wo may say tiiat 
"these rights are coataincil in the "Cor- 
poralioii u|- N'irini'ia Wa i.TW'O'ks A-'l. 
ISia," se.'ti in Ii. In hS'.rj tin; city of I 
iVictoria applied to llie Legislature f'"" 
amendments to this Act, and section 
was repealed .and the fnllowing substi- 
tuted therefor;

Hut 
in \S'.y2 a loivate Act to amend the "Es- 
quimau Waterworks Act, IHHa," was 
passed. The following section oecurti: 

The "I'Jsquiinalt Waterworks Act, 
188.")," sliall be so construed as to give 
l)owiT U> lh(! I'lsiiuiniall Waterworks 
Company to divert and aiipiopriiiii' so 
much of the waters of (ioldslrcuin river 
and tributaries as they may <Ii'em s'lita- 
hle ami proper, sulijeet, however, lo any 
grant of r.vhls, privileges. <jr power;, 
.•irisiiig uiidei- llie provisions of ihe "Coi- 
poratioii of Victoria Wjiterwoii;s Act, 
JS-3."

Is THE ALIEN LABOR BILL VOID 7 

((III' readers will have a very dis- 
tinct recollection of the decision of 
Mr. Justice Anglln In which It was 
held that the alien law of the Domin- 
ion govoriuiieiit WLi.s ultra vires, on tlie 
fViMUOd tliiit it was not within the 
|)ow'i-r of the olllcer.s of the law to 
deport aliens, convicted under the. 
Aci — - that Is, to return them upon 
forciK'i soil. Argument was beard 
on .July I'G lust before tile Judicial 
Coiiimitteeof the Privy Council on an 
application for leave to appeal from 
Mr. Atijjiin's ruling. The application 
nni.se out of tlie .-itteiiiptod e.xiiulslon 
of I'ero ,Mar(|Uette railway oliicials in 
the case of the Attorney-Gdneral 
vers<^s Cane. Leave was granted. 
Some Interesting questions of law 
arose. Under a decision of the I'rivy 
Council, quoted by the counsel feu- the 
railway uion, even if tlu> law be held 
I to be conslltiitioiiul. then' are iiarts of 
I the '-'ountry in which it ce.uses to 
j be operative. Aliens cannot be de- 
liKH-ted from Vancouver Island or 
I'riJioo Edward Island by autliority of 
tile U"riilnioii paiiia iiient, for the rea- 
son that the "high sea.s." over which 
it has no jurisdiction, have to be 
crossecl.
